Ney- 
ther did the ancient Romane: frame their iult and honeſt forme; of go+ 
ucrment,ſo much according to the bookesofPhiloſophers,as their own 
naturallwits, Wharſhould1 ſay of our anceſtors > who deuiſed a 
commonweale, not vnlike rothe Romane ſtate . The diſcipline of P/a> 
to, Licurgus, Solon, Ariftotle, andother moſt notable Philoſophers, and 
law-makers, doe differ from the Polonians , whoſe greatnes grew 0n- 
lyby the vertue theyrecciucd fromthemſclues, and not from bookes., 
Thcir wiſedome was to honour verttie; and contrary to it, neyther to- 
doe, or thinke anything . Thereforethey v ſed nottheir Kings and Se-, 
nate, to compound controuerſies,ſupprefle comentions,or pronounce 
wdgements, burto receive fromthemexamples and rules of vertue;.

mindfull of things, committed to his fidelitie. Alſoit becommeth him 4, 4,4; 
a$apriuatemangto live in equality wich other ſubieQs,neither debaſing pe prats 


nor extolling him ſelfe, and to defire onely thoſe things inthe common- 
weale, which be peaceable and honeſt: ſoſhall cucrie. one performe 
the true ductic of a good and loyall ſubie&. Ic alſo becommeth tub- 
ies moderately to vſe their libertie. Foras Quinrime laide, temperate 
libertic is profitable tocuery Citie, burouermuch libertic is cuill,and 
maketh menheaddicor deſperate. Toſuppreiſethe licentiouſnes of 
cuill ſubicas, ſcueritie of lawe isrequired- Therefore it behoueth the 
ſtate to foreſee, thatthroughnot puniſhing.of euillmens offences, the 
good ſubicts be forced to ſuffer at their handes . For the common- 
weale ought be accounted the poſlefiion of good and notof cuill men. 
Moreouer, it cannot be,but in cuery commonweale,ſedictions and mo-

| Precepwof The mouth of Plato, theone is, that alwaies he looke well vaco the 
Plaz®, common. profit, referring thereunto all his ations, and forget cuery 
priuate reſpc& : the other is, to be carefull for the whole bodie of the 

* commonyweale, leaſt in taking the proteQion of part, he doth aban- 

_ donthereſt.For who ſo defendeth one onely'fort of men, doth induce 

hatred and ſedition : which ewo plagues,doedebilirate and ſubuert the 
ſtate, Hz ought thereforeto be as carefullof the people as of the King, 
of the nobilicie as of themeanerſort, of rhe richasof thepoore , of 
the wiſe, asche ſimple, and foconſequently of all fortes andeſtares of - 
men. The omiſſion of which rule, was that which afflicted the e4the- 
2:4ns, and filled Rome with ſedirion, tumulrs and ciuill warres. Let 
him therefore inalthingsobſeruc indifferencie and equalitic,for there- 
bythe commonweale ſhalbe aſſured, andthe people in good will, loue, 
and peace preſerued. Inthatſtate where ſmall reſpe& is borne vnto e- 
qualitie, there quarrell, contention, and enmitic doedailie ariſe: which 
is. - commethto paſlc, fortharmenequall do aſpyretethings vnequall,or 
ynequall mento things equal.Burmen of one fortune do beſt conſort 
together, and like will rolike as the prouerbe ſaith. They therfore thar 
excell others inrichesor birth,arenot to be preferred,neyrher arethey 

to be equally eſteemed who are equallinliberry, but thoſe thatexcell 
 Wherdines others in vertue, areto be accounted both ſuperiors and equals: that 
Zach, is,inreſpe&tof law or number;( as the Arithmerricians callit Jthey are 
equall,but in dignitie, they are ſuperiour, becauſe in the beſtowing of 
hanours, vertuc ischicflyrefpeted. For who ſo is moſt vertuous de- 
deſerueth moſt honour and-glorie, -and this equalitic becauſe it is 
meaſured by reaſon and-iudgement , is called Geomerricall , I doe 
thereforethinke fir that the Senator ſhould obſcrue both equalities. In 

the diſtribution of iuſtice and conſeruation of libertie, he is to be to- 

wards all menindifferent. For whom the law hath made <quall, ought 

to liucinruleand liberric, neichergiuing norraking from one morethen 


an 
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an other, as the line of lawdoth dire him. The rule'ofwhichequalir, 
ricis eafcly obſerucd. Forthe conditionthercof iziniallcommonweales ridaeical 
reſcribed,whichis, thatcach man ſhould enioy ſo muchas by lawe,cu- 
[egy conuention to him appertaineth,wherin heede muſt be taken, 
that neither wealth, powre or paremage bereſpeRed,bur that aſwellthe 
poote asrich,the noble as ignoble may be equally iudged. As touch- 
ing equalicie , according to the iudgement of reaſon, whereby men zqualitie | 
would be preferred and honoured more then others , is not ſo eaſclic _ 
diſcerned. For to iudge of cach mans valewe, wiſedomeand vertue, 
with the honours to them due,is rather proper to adeuine,then hymaine 
wit. The reaſonthereof is, we arc oftea deceiued in our opinion of 
that whichis accoſited good,neither be we cuer vpright Iudges of orher 
mens deſeruing. Hereintherforcreſteth the difficulti, forwho ſocan 
truely iudge of mens vertue,ſhall therby (hew himſelfrather a God then 
man. [nconcluſion,the commonweale 1s not preſerued by any vertue 
niore, thenthat : who ſo thenin gouerniag is a iuſt iudge of ech mans 
yalue & verrue (for itreſterh in his cenſure,)&knoweth alſo,vnro whoſe 
hands to commit or notcomitthe ſtatewhom to loue and whomro hate 
whom torewardand whom to RENE make the gouernmentmol} 
quiet: burnortknowing (o to doythe ſame-becommerh of all other the 
moſt wicked;cor ruptible and diſordered, Therefore in popular com, 
 monwealcs wheretheniultitude is rude and ignorant of diſcourſe and 
reaſon the people are rewarded and punithed by lot, for they pray God 
that cach man may find fortune according to his merit, Notwith 
ding for ſo much as the temericieof lotting, obeyerh rather to fortune 
then reaſon, in the conſeruation of equalitic we allowe of wiſedome 
and humaine pollecie tobe Iudge, rather then fortune . With which 
vertuesifthe Counſellorbe induedyhe ſhal eaſcliediſcernwhatoughtin 
all chingsto be done. And thercia he ſhall imitate theduetig of a good 
hu For he hauing within his houſe diverſe honeſt perſons, cltee- 
meth one for his age,an other for his vertue,& a third for his condition: 
So the Counſclior in the conmonwealeſhould hauereſpetroecach 
mans age , verrue, condition and calling, He muſt alſo vaderſtand the erdo 
right & liberty of people, (which as theyrhigk) do conſiſt chiefly in being and populer 
capable of the offices,to haue power to make & corre&tlawes,to ſpeake __— 
freely in matters that concerne liberty, laworiniury, notto be arreſted.

The cauſes of ſc- 
ditionin all commonweales are more thenthe witt and reafon of man 
canimagine. Wherefore continuall warchought to be, leſt the miſ- 
chiefe begun, ſhould more and more increaſe. The mindes of great 
men much honoured in the ſtate, muſt bereconciled, for the diſcords 
of mightie perſonages doedrawe the whole commonweale, & of ſmall
